Leave California. 


The above is the warning given out 


by President 
Fred Detmers of the 


California State Ronrd of Examiners 
in optometry, as as a result of which 
detectives of the optometry board are 
now visiting every town in the state 
of California, warning the public a- 
gainst patronizing the traveling ped- 
dlers of eye glasses who go from house j 
to house, claiming to be opticians, and i 
who will fit your eyes to a pair of 
glasses that may be injurious. 


Probably the most carefully organ- 


jzed detective force that has been sent 
out to rid California of a bunch of 
grafters are now working for the op- 
tometry board, under the direct sup- 
ervision of Chief of Detectives Nick B. 
Harris, who expect to make it so 
hot for the fakers that they will find 
no resting place in this state. 


Detective E. R. Wilson is now in 


this city, and when seen last night by 
a representative of the Argus stated 
that owing to the many reports that 
have been coming to headquarters of 
the board, which consists of President 
Fred Detmers of Los Angeles. Secre- 
tary F. C. Chinn of Sacramento, and 
F. W. Laufer of Oakland, the board 
has decided to spare neither time or 
expense to rid California of these 
fakers. 


Detective Wilson said that it was 


the intention of the board to warn the 
public against patronizing the travel- 
ing peddler of eye glasses, and to deal

settled their bills for all the coffee 
consumed at the end of each year.

was 5 soldi, about 2Vi cents, and in 
some of the old cafes of Venlco today 
the same price is still charged.—New 
York Sun.

Section 4. Any person or company, 


association or corporation who shall 
charge, demand, collect, or receive, 
either as owner, agent, collector or 
employee of any water company, or 
person 
furnishing water to Inhabi- 


tants of the City of Covina any rate 
or compensation in excess of the rate 
fixed by this ordinance, shall be deem- 
ed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof, shall be fined in a 
sum not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars, or shall be imprisoned for a term 
not exceeding ninety days, or shall 
suffer both such fine and imprison- 
ment. 
' 


Section 5. The City Clerk shall cer- 


tify to the passage of this ordinance, 
and shall cause the same to be pub- 
lished once in the Covina Argus, a 
newspaper published weekly in the 
City of Covina, and thereupon and 
thereafter it shall be in full force and 
effect. 


The foregoing ordinance was adopt- 


ed at an adjourned meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the City of Co- 
vina. held on the 23rd day of Febru- 


ary.
